It is very simple— 
almost as simple as those who go daffy about 
it. All you have to do is to sit down, concen- 
trate your thoughts and go into deep meditation. 
Your thoughts then condenge, as it were, like 
‘evaporated milk in a tin can, and then the deep 
meditation on the person arid subject you wish 
to communicate with goes off on thught waves 
and, hits the persn desired right square umid- 
ships—all same wireless. This person in Kan- 
kakee. (the town’s name sounds batty alsn),
